THE ORGANIZATION—The Eastern States 
Farmers’ Exchange is a purchasing cooperative.

“purchasing department” of their farms. They 
own it. They pay its costs and receive its savings. 
You can start buying Eastern States supplies 
today. You pay no dues, buy no stock. You ‘“‘pay 
your way” and “share your way’ ’—cooperatively. 


GOAL — The goal of Eastern States is to serve 
members with higher and higher value-in-use 
commodities. All the items which the cooperative 
distributes must pass exhaustive tests and stand 
rigid research. Each item is challenged with this 
question: ‘““‘What is the dollars and cents value to 
the man who uses the products to make his living>”’ 
That’s what is meant by value-in-use. 


CASH PROGRAM — Eastern States deals for 
cash without exception. Credit costs folks money. 
It makes for more bookkeeping and necessitates 
more employees. In credit systems, the fellow who 
pays also has to stand for debts of those who fail 
in their obligations. The Eastern States cash pro- 
gram saves those needless extra costs and passes 
the saving on to the members.
